Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments, see RCE, filed 3/24/06, with respect to claims 1-13, 16-22, 26-30, 
32, and 36-58 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-13, 16- 
22, 26-30, 32, and 36-58 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses biometrics authentication system by taking a person's facial features and 
generate data based on the facial feature for comparison, the data includes the distance between 
certain facial features. However, the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose capturing 
facial features of a person at different positions around said person's head and generate feature 
data that is representative of facial features of said person to determine security access for said 
person in light of other features disclosed in independent claims 1, 20, 22, 26, 36, 44, 51, and 58.
